In making these 
appointments, it is much to be feared, that all the 
attending circumstances are not taken into con- 
sideration. To oblige the adventurers of a nation 
which we want to interest in our cause, may be one 
inducement; and to get rid of their importunities 
another; but this is viewing tbe matter by halves 
or on one side only. These men have no attach- 
ment or ties (for they bad been but a few days on 
our soil) to the country farther than interest binds 
them; they have no influence and are ignorant of I 
the language they are to receive and give orders 
in, consequently great trouble or much confusion 
must follow. But this is not the worst; they have 
not the smallest chance to recruit others; (because 
they were entire strangers to us and oar language) 
and our officers think it exceedingly hard, after 
they have toiled in this service, and probably sus- 
tained many losses, to have strangers put over 
them whose merit, perhaps, is not equal to their 
own, but whose effrontery will take no denial.

The reader will perceive that the above letter 
explains itself when published without mutila- 
tion. Washington simply wished to call Gen.

This convention of delegates, assembled in pursu- 
ance of a call addressed to the people of the Uni- 
ted States, without regard to past political differen- 
ces or divisions, who are opposed to the repeal of 
the Missonri Compromise, to the policy of the pres- 
ent administration, to the extension of slavery into 
free Territory; in flavor of the admission of Kansas 
as a free State, and of restoring the action of the 
federal governaaent to the principles of Was ington 
and Jefferson; and for the purpose of presenting 
candidates for the offices of President and Vice Pres- 
ident, do 

Resolve , That the maintainance of tbe principles 
promulgated in the Declaration of Independence 
and e >, bodied in the Federal Constitution, are es- 
sential to the pres rvation of oar republican insti- 
tutions, and that the Federal Constitution, the rights 
of the States and the union of the States must, and 
shall be preserved. 

Resolved, That, with oar republican fathers, we 
hold it to be a self-evident truth that all men are 
endowed with the unalienable right of life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness, and that the primary 
object and ulterior design of our Federal Govern- 
ment was to secure these rights to ail persons with- 
in its exclusive jurisdiction, that as our n publican 
fathers, when they had abolished slavery in all cur 
national territory, ordained that no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty, or property without dne 
process of law, it becomes our doty to maintain this 
provision f the Constitntion against all attempts 
to violate it for the purpose of establishing slavery 
in tbe United States by positive legislation prohibi- 
ting its existence or extension therein, that we den; 
the authority of Congress, of a territorial legisla- 
ture, of any individual or association of individuals 
to give legal assistance to slavery in any territory 
of the United States while the present Constitution 
shall be maintained. 

Resolved, That tha Constitntion confers upon 
Congress sovereign power ov*r tbe Territories of 
the United States for government .and that in the 
exercise of this power, it is both right and tbe duty 
of Congreea to prohibit in the Territories tkoes twin 
relics of barbarism, slavery and polygamy. 

Resolved, That while tbe Constitution of th 
United States was ordained and established by the 
people in order to form a more perfect Union, es- 
tablish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defence, promote the general wel- 
fare, and secure tbe blessings of liberty, and con- 
tains ample provisions far the protection of the 
life, liberty and property of every citizen, the 
dearest constitutional rights of the people of 
Kansas have been fraudulently and violently 
taken from them, their territory has been invaded 
by an armed force, sparious and pretended legisla- 
tive, judicial, and executive officers bnve been -et 
over them, by whose usurped authority, sustained 
by the military power of the government, tyranni- 
cal and unconstitutional laws have been enanrted 
and enforce ', the rights of the people to keep .ind 
bear arms have been infringed, teat oaths of an ex:ra- 
ordinary and entangling nature have been imposed 
ana condition of exercising the right of stiff. age 
and holding office, the right of an accused person 
to a speedy and public trial by an impartial jury 
has been denied, the right of the people to b- se- 
cure in their oersons, houses, pasers, and effects 
against unreasonable searches and seizures has lean 
violated. 

They have been deprived of life, liberty, and 
property without due process of law; that the free- 
dom of speech and of the pres - has been abridged, 
thc right to choose their representatives has been 
made of no effect. Murder* and robberies and ar- 
son have been instigated and encouraged, and the 
offenders have been allowed to go unpunished; that 
all these things have been done with the knowl- 
edge, sanction, and procurement of the present Ad- 
ministration. and that, for this high crime against 
tbe Constitution, Union and humanity, we arraign 
that Adminitration. the President, and his adversa- 
ries, agents, supporters, apologists, and accesso- 
ries. either before or after the facts came before th# 
country and before the world; and that it is our fixed 
purpose to bring the actual perpetrate ri of these 
atrocious outrages and their accomplices to a -tire 
sod condign pa ishment hereafter. 

Resolved, That Kansas should be immediately 
admitted as a State of the Uoion, with her present 
free constitution, as at once the most effectual 
way of securing to her eitizens tbe enjoyment of 
the rights and privileg sto which they are entitled 
and of ending the civil strife now raging in that 
Territory. 

Resolved, That the highwayman's plea, that 
might makes right, embodied in the Ostend circu- 
lar, was in every respect unworthy of Ameccaa 
diplomacy and would bring shame and dishonor 
upon any government or people tbat gave it their 
sanction. 

Resolved, That a railroad to the Pacific ocean 
by the most ceutral practicable route is impera 
tively demanded by the interests of the whole 
country, and that the federal government ought t* 
render immediate and efficient aid to its const ruc- 
tion. and as an auxiliary thereto, an emigrant road 
on the line of the railroad. 

Resolved, That an appropriation by Congreaa 
for the improvement of rivers and harbors of a na- 
tional character, reqni-ed for the accomodation 
and security of our existing commerce, are author- 
ised by the constitution and justified by the obliga- 
tion of government to protect the lives and pro- 
perty of its citizens. 

Resolved, That we invite the affi iation and co- 
operation of tne men of all parties, however differ- ; 
ing from as in other respects, in support of the 
principles herein declared, and believing that the 
spirit of oar institutions ss well as the constitution 
of our country guarantees liberty of conscience 
and equality of righto among citizens, we oppose 
all legislation imparing their secoriTy.
